Good old Allen county, whose his- 


tory dates back nearly three-quar- 
ters of a century, was never before 
the scene of a political demonstration 
like that of to-day. Hon. William 
Jennings Bryan, the Democratic free 
silver candidate for tlie Presidency of 
the United States, could not have 
anticipated a greater reception than 
that with which he was greeted at 
this, his seventh stop within the bor- 
ders of tbe Buckeye State. 
j 


The crowds were far greater than 


the local committees on arrangements 
had even hoped for. The people 
were astir on the streets almost at 
the first dawn of daylight, in antici- 
pation of the candidate's arrival, and 
the people from the surrounding coun- 
try were arriving in vehicles of every 
description from 6 o'clock until even 
after tbe arrival of the special train 
upon which the Bryan party were 
passengers. 


The police were out in full force by 


7 o'clock, to prevent teams and vehi- 
cles from being left on the public 
square and in the thoroughfares ap- 
proaching the square. 
They were 


then too late, however, to keep the 
square and Market and Main streets 
entirely free of vehicles, for one

and all that could be done was to 
prevent the formation of another 
line out side the hitching racks.

It was not without great difficulty 


that the reception committee was 
able to escort Mr. Bryan to tbe band 
tand without being delayed by the . 
eager throng which surged around 
the candidate's carriage, every man 
and woman eager to grasp the Demo- 
cratic standard bearer's hand.

THE BATTLE OF THE NILE. 


NeUon Said It Wai » Conquest, Xot » 


Mrrc Victory. 


Eleven out of 13 French ships of tho 


line had been taken or destroyed and 
two of the lonr frigates. It was not a 
victory; it -was a conquest So wrote 
Nelson regarding it. It is unnecessary 
here to speak of the titles and rewards 
which were showered ou the victor. It 
is of more real interest to consider the 
true significance of the victory, the 
eense in which it could be said to be a 
conquest. 
In England -we have too 


jnuch accustomed ourselves to look on 
it merely as the most brilliant of sea 
fights, and in France it has been spoken 
of as a reverse indeed, bnfc one which 
cannot cloud tbe splendor of the battle 
of the Pyramids. None the less, it was 
the conquest of Egypt; it was the isola- 
tion and virtual imprisonment of the 
French army. 


Bonaparte understood this from the 


first, and after a vain and hopeless cam- 
paign in Syria—hopeless against the 
power which commanded the communi- 
cations by sea—he made an ignominious 
Sight, leaving Kleber to get the army 
out of the mess iu which he had put it 
Nelson, too, understood it and wrote on 
Aug. 11: "The French army is in a 
scrape. They are up the Nile without 
supplies. The inhabitants will allow 
nothing" to pass by land, nor H. N. by 
water. Their army is wasting with tho 
fins, and not 1,000 men will ever re- 
turn to Europe," And some months 
later, March 22, 1799, he wrote: "The 
ambassador of Bonaparte has been in- 
tercepted by Tronbridge on his way to 
Constantinople, and among other arti- 
cles of his instructions is an offer to en- 
ter on terms for his quitting Egypt with 
his ariuy. This offer is what I have long 
expected the glorious battle of the Nile 
would produce, but it was my deter- 
mination from that moment never, if I 
could help it, to permit a single French- 
man to quit Egypt To Egypt they went 
with their own consent, and there they 
shall remain while Nelson commands 
the detached squadron." 


A letter from Kleber to the directory, 


written only a month after Bonaparte 
had deserted his post, reveals the hope- 
lessness which was felt. "I know," he 
wrote, "all the importance of tho pos- 
session of Egypt I used to off in Eu-
